P2ovided always, and be it Enatted and Declared by the Au- 
thoztty atopeſaid, That when and as often as the Duties and 
Bates mentioned in - the Declaration of Common Councel of 
this City, Intituled, A Declaration touching the Weighing of 
Goods and Merchandizes at the Kings Beams, to be taken fo 
weighing of Goods and Merchandizes, ſhall not amount unto 
Ten ſhillmgs, That then the Merchant oz other Seller thereof, 
ſhall be. at the charge of the carrying and recarrying the Trian⸗ 
gle , Beam, and (Weights ( unleſs the Goods be weighed at the 
leighouſe ). And that the Merchant, 02 other Seller, ſhall 
alſo be at the charge of bunging the Goods out of the Uauits 
and Cellars, and other places where the Triang! s and Beam 
cannot ſtand fo2 weighing thereof , oz otherwile to allow the 
CUeighers Potters reaſonable ſatigfaction fo2 their Labour. .

Fire which happened in London, Anno 1666. was , aid time aut 
of mind hath bien, the Common Market appointed fo2 the buys 
ing and ſelling of Yops within this City, and Liberties there- 
of, and the ſaid CUeighouſe was by the ſaid Fire burnt and 
conſumed, by reaſon whereof the ſaio Market hath bien of late 
time diſcontinued, but another Teighouſe moze large and com- 
modious fo2 the reception of Hops, hath ſince been built in, oz 
aear Little Eſcheap, in the TUard of Billingſgate within the ſaty 
City of London, Be it therefoze Enacted by the Authozity az 
fozeſaiv , That the ſald TUeighouſe ſo built, ſituated , and aps 
pointed, ſhall from hencefo2th be, and be diemed and uſed; as 
and foz the Common Office fo: Tronage oz weighing of all Goods 
and Perchandizes whatſoever., uſed ts be. weighed oz ſold by 
weight.
